He saw Jiim 
rail senseless, but tne witness did not seeanythimr 
in her hand. He helped her to bring Grant home 


The defence set up was that the plaintiff In getting 
on the coal train violated a rule of tne company, 
which forbids any person other than employes from 
riding ou such trams, and that therefore they could 
not be held responsible for tue Injuries caused by 
the collision.

It will bo seen from yesterday's proceedings 


in Congress that the House, altar a straggling, 
tlioiijii somewhat lively, discussion, receded 
from its bill for the uucoudilipnal 
of Virginia, into Congress, and—yens I'M, nnys 
B7—adopted the amendments of the Senate 
binding tire State Legislature to the terms of 
the fourteenth amendment and some other con- 
ditions. The bill, :is U passed the House some 
days ago, provided that as tho State of Vir- 
ginia hud fully complied with the (onus of 
reconstruction laid dowa by Congress sbe was 
entitled to representation therein. 
On the 


test vote this proposition of Mr. Binghaoi, by 
a close fit, was carried, by the democratic bal- 
ance of power, between the Butler, or radical, 
and the Bingham, or conservative, republi- 
cans—the democrats voting with the latter at. 
masse. This poiat having been gained, a good 
many radicals, on the question of the passage 
of the bill, wheeled to the rijht about, and so 
it passed by an overwhelming majority. 


But the orthodox republicans in the Senate 


did not like that 'democratic balance of power 
and Bingham's snap judgment in the absence 
of Butler, and so they restored the bill sub- 
stantially to the shape in which it had been 
rejected by the House. In this shape, being 
Irst referred to the Reconstruction Committee, 
't was reported back to the House yesterday, 
with the recomrueadalion that it be adopted. 
All this was equivalent to a party caucus oa 
he subject, and this recommendation thus 
became a test of 'party fidelity. The misfor- 
tunes of Raymond and others in the House in 
undertaking an independent course, and of the 
-"unlucky seven" in the Senate on Johnson's 
impeachment, perhaps, on this application of 
the party whip, were regarded as warnings 
against bolting too fearful to be defied; and 
so Blngaam and his followers wheeled back 
into line. Bimjham had hinged his uncondi- 
tional bill upon the President's suggestion in 
his annual message; but he no doubt found 
out yesterday that General Grant does not 
care to take upon himself tho responsibilities of 
Congress. 
Hia policy is not the policy of 


Johnson. He has no notion of a collision with 
Congress when he can get all that he wants 
without it. He has the inside track for the 
succession and is not disposed to quarrel."

Large 
dividends induced heavy inyestmenta, and the 
stock rose to 138. 
A speculative clique took 


hold of it at this price and sold stock which 
they did not own, but which they borrowed for 
delivery, intending to demoralize the road and 
buy in the stock, at much lower prices, tender 
such sales the price declined, and in the Sep- 
tember panic went to par, but only momenta- 
rily, recovering to 105, which has been about the 
average ever since. The clique, not content with 
a good profit, sought to break the price still 
further, sad hence the amasing disaoVery of a 
well known fact about the sale of additional 
stock made last summer to pro vide for maturing 
indebtedness and to provide for additional 
equipment. The stock was struck from the 
call at the board, and the excited public began 
to sell their shares in a great fright, lest the 
price should go out of sight, only to find next 
morning that the clique had bought all they 
sold and were willing to take more at a higher 
price. We have often urged the necessity of'a 
national law to meet the exigencies of such a 
case as above narrated, and we think Congress 
has ample pretext to take general control of 
all our railways.

Telegraph—A 
' Congress. 


In the House, of Representatives yesterday 


Mr. C, C. Washburn succeeded in getting up 
his Postal Telegraph bill and its reference to a 
special committee of seven. A motion to 
refer tie bill to the standing Post Office Com- 
mittee, who are reported to be inimical to the 
whole postal telegraph system, was voted 
down by a decisive majority. There was also 
another pestal 
telegraph bill introduced; 


making three or four now pending in the two 
Houses of Congress. The bill of Mr. Ramsey 
in the Senate is unexceptionable, and so also 
is that of Mr. Washburn in the House. Mr. 
Stewart's Senate bill is too general and open 
to objections. But hi the midst of all the pro- 
positions it is a cheering sign to see in the 
House an apparent determination to hare some 
kind of postal telegraph bill pass the present 
session. It is undoubtedly nearly the unani- 
mous desire of the people to have a measure 
of this kind adopted in order that the enac- 
tions of the Western Union Company need be 
no longer tolerated. And those members who 
oppose it in violation of the wishes of their 
constituents may lie sure of coming to grief 
when, the period of re-election to Congress 
occurs and then- claims are canvfcssed.

us have the postal telegraph under the direc- 
tion of the government, with the least possible 
delay.

WASHINGTON',— Prince 


Arthur and the President have finally met 
without any serious breach of diplomatic eti- 
quette. The young man -waited upoa our 
Chief Magistrate yesterday in decorous form,- 
and passed twenty minutes very pleasantly. 
The President and Mrs. Grant, as was to be ex- 
pected of them, made the young gentleman feel 
quite at home without any derogation of their 
own dignity. 
The royal party afterwards 


visited both houses of Congress, and although 
the Prince was an object of interest to th8 gal- 
leries his august presence evidently did not flus- 
ter the members, Senator Howe entertaining 
him in the Senate with a particularly dry essay 
on the currency, and that terrible Butler with 
Brooks and Morgan giving him a taste of our 
Congressional quality ia a hearty wrangle 
over the despotism in Georgia. 


THE CUEBESOT QUESTION was the main sub- 


ject of debate in the United States Senate yes- 
terday. The bill under discussion was one to 
provide a national currency of coin and notes 
and to equalize the distribution and circula- 
tion of notes. Senators Sherman, Howe and 
Sumner spoke on the subject. 


EEWTOTIOK OF POSTAGE.—One of the most 


sensible plans looking to a reduction of the 
postage was advanced yesterday by a commit- 
tee of newspaper men of this city, who were 
in consultation with Postmaster Jones on the 
subject. It was proposed that the postage on 
all printed matter should be prepaid at the 
point of departure according to weight. This 
makes a radical change for the better in the 
system of furnishing subscribers with their 
newspapers; for heretofore a subscriber, in ad- 
dition to his regular subscription money, was 
expected to pay the postage every quarter, 
and the matter was generally an annoyance. 
When the postage is prepaid on a mass of 
printed matter such as first class newspapers 
send out daily a very palpable reduction can 
be made without injury to the general govern- 
ment. And when we have a postal telegraph 
system the effect will be to cheapen not only 
telegraphic despatches, but further to cheapen 
the still important matter of letter postage. 


and His JHendaciona Enemies. 


The most effective war that Brazil and her 


allies carried on fort's long time against Lopez 
was not by powder and ball, but by a system 
of falsehoods. We regret to say, too, that 
they were assisted In this by a representative 
of this country. Our readers will remember 
how many times the Paraguayan President 
has been 
defeated—yes, 
annihilated—and 


what hecatombs of innocent victims were 
slain by him, according to the reports from 
Brazil and the allies. But we find Lopez still 
alive and making war against his enemies, and 
we learn after a while that these reported 
victims of his cruelty are alive and Lave 
never been hurt The last case in point that 
has come to our knowledge is that of Mr. 
Moyniham. This gentleman was shot by 
Lopez, according to the statement made by 
Mr. Masterman in his book. But the Buenos 
Ayres Standard publishes a letter from Mr. ' 
Moyniham, showing that he is alive. 
The 


editor of the Standard commences an article 
on the subject of this contradiction of Mr. 
Moyaiham's death by saying:—"Another dead 
man has come to life," which shows how he 
looks upon the canards about Lopez murdering 
people. We shall get at all the facts by and 
by regarding the infamous coalition and war 
against Paraguay in spite of Mr. Masterman, 
Mr. Washburn, or any whitewashing commit* 
tee of Congress. 


The Collector and the Cai-traea. 


The difficulty of reforming any sort of an 


abuse is pretty well known, especially to those 
who undertake the reformation; and of this 
difficulty we have a new evidence in the mat- 
ter of the Custom House cartage. For a very 
long while the system of cartage has been 
complained of as teeming with abuses. Under 
every collector there hare been changes made, 
and somehow or another the changes have 
always worked with the eartmen at last, and 
the result of every modification of the system 
has been the addition of one more abuse to 
the list. Collector Grinnell has now really 
laid an aie to the root of the evil, and pro- 
mises to establish a system of cartage in which 
the interests of the eartmen, while satisfactorily 
looked to, will yet be regarded as-snbordinate to 
the interests of the merchants and the gorern- 
ment. Scarcely, however, has he taken the 
initiatory steps before the eartmen come at 


him, 
impelled by an appetite like that of that 


feminine figure of speech, the horseleech's 
daughter. They fear tho loss of their plunder, 
and they are ready to show, therefore, that 
the new system is very bad. The opposition 
of the eartmen to the Collector's proposition for 
reform in the (Custom House cartage is the 
highest praise the proposition can receive. 


THE GAB NUISS.NOB.—In another column we 


give the very interesting report of an official 
of the Board of Health, including all the facts 
of public interest in regard to the manufacture 
of gas and as to what has been done to 
relieve the city of the intolerably foul smells 
given off by the purification of gas with lime. 
It will be seen by the report that the purifica- 
tion by iron is quite as effective as by lime, 
more economical and not a nuisance. The- iron 
process has been adopted by the New York 
and Manhattan companies, but the Metropoli- 
tan Company, wiose works are at the foot of 
West Forty-second street, is obstinately reso- 
lute in adherence to the practice that makes it 
a nuisance. 


THE UNION FEKET BENEVOLENCE.—The 


Union Ferry Company does not run its boats 
for the sake of making money—so it says. It 
can only pay to its shareholders a dividend of 
ten per cent by law. How are the figures 
manipulated to keep the company within the 
law and yet to prevent it spending some mil- 
lions per year on its boats and slips ? Simply 
by tbe watering dodge. Any man who holds 
ten shares of stock has twenty shares set oppo- 
site his name in the books and gets a ten per 
cent dividend on twenty shares, though he 
only holds ten. This is the way twenty per 
cent is paid where more than ten is unlawful. 


. 
. 
There is no doubt that 


this is the shortest route from Great Britain to 
Australia, and, therefore, such a project as 
the one mentioned seems likely to be carried 


out. 
This will bg another important step ia 


making the United States the centre of com- 
merce for the world and San Francisco one of 
the greatest commercial cities, as we have 
foreshadowed from lime to time in our remarks 
upon the revolution which stoam power and 
the telegraph are effecting. 
The Pacific tail- 


roads will thus become international highways 
as well as important lines of communication 
for ourselves from one ocean to the other. 
When the Darien Canal shall be cut another 
great line of communication, particularly for 
shipping, will be opened, and will tend still 
more to make the American Continent the 
centre of trade and movement in the world. 
But even with that a large portion of the travel 
and a good deal of light valuable freight will 
go by the way of San Francisco; for that will 
always be the shortest and quickest route. 
We think the passage oouid be made from 
Great Britain to Australia ia thirty-five days 
if all the connections were properly estab- 
lished. In all these great movements and 
revolutions of travel and commerce the city of 
New York must be alive to its interests. It is 
now the commercial and financial metropolis 
in America, and has many advantages for 
holding that position or of becoming the com- 
mercial centre of the world. But oar citizens 
and capitalists must be on the alert and draw 
the trade from the new channels that may be 
opened to this point. 


GATE—ONE KESULT.—It is reported, 


and is probably true, that the Cunard Steam- 
ship Company will shortly transfer its station 
from Jersey City to Greenpoiut, on the East 
river, where it is said to have purchased an 
extensive water front. In the removal from 
Jersey City this company has, we believe, 
been anticipated by the Bremen Company, 
which long ago purchased land in the upper 
part of this island, on the east side. Both the 
companies thus keep themselves in New York 
State, while they have the accommodation of 
the harbor as well as they had it over the river 
westward. They do better than this, how- 
ever, in placing themselves- advantageously 
with regard to the entrance of this port as the 
entrance wflt be when Hell Gate is open and 
when the Hallet's Point Canal is cut. In 
those times, not perhaps very far away in the 
future, all European steamers will come and 
go by the Sound, saving distance and time and 
escaping the dangers of the Jersey beach. 


COLLECTOR BAILEY.—The reports of arbi- 


trary actions which we have been compelled in 
the interests of truth to make regarding Col- 
lector Bailey are serious charges, and they can 
hardly be justified even by the discovery of the 
great frauds which he claims to have discov- 
ered, but of the nature of which he has not yet 
deigned to inform the public or the merchant* 
whom he accuses.

The New Prime Minister of France. 
The duty of forming'a new Ministry under 


the existing circumstances ia France "was" 
decidedly no sinecure, and it would be an act 
of gross-injustice towards M. Emile Ollivier to 
render him responsible for obstacles that were 
previously created. M. de Girardin, in an 
article in the Liberia of Paris, under the title 
of "Le Cabinet de Bataille," fully explains the 
position and also the difficulties, against which 
battle must be waged. One of the first matters 
to be fought will decidedly be the treaty of 
commerce of 1860, and on that score he will 
have as opponents MM. Bancel,. Esquires; Gam- 
betta and Rochefort. Then the great question 
will arise, do they require liberty or revolu- 
tion? If they claim liberty, why, that is being 
granted, and in due time the'new Cabinet will 
effect the reform rationally and systematically. 
If, however, they claim revolution, how will 
they proceed in order to avoid a fresh failure 
and disappointment? The battle had to be 
.fought, and, as M. de Girardin predicted, it 
has already commenced—rather on a different 
tack, it is true; but the combatants have 
entered the lists and thrown down the 
gauntlet. 
The majority of the Corps Le'gis- 


latif will act as umpire and public opinion will 
confirm the result.

For years the citizens of Sew York nave com- 


plained of a peculiarly offensive smell which was 
perceived thioughout the city to a greater or less 
degree, according to the weather. This smell was 
noticed at particular hours of tlie day. and pervaded 
large districts, luuKiue it impossible to ODUU the 
windows during its prevalence. Bj many this sincll 
was attributed to the gases from the sewera but it 
was easily demonstrated that the sewers did not, as 
they do not now. send out offensive gases. The 
enormous quantities of Croton water used through- 
out'the city iua£e it impossible for the sewers ever 
to become specially offensive. Tne smell was pecu- 
liar and was reeojjn'zed at once bv every chemist, 
and by every one familiar witu the manufacture of 
Bfta, as the smell of Hie Ioul lime wiiich had been 
used lor purtfjlnu gas. 


The first special complaint against a gas compaar 
that I find on record, is tnat of Dr. K. H. Jones to ihc 
Board of Health, against the Manhattan Company, 
dttted April 24,1H06, and printed in the aunun report 
of the Board for that year. Tne subject was at that 
time referred to tne Sanitary Committee. On tae 
30th of April fullowing-a committee ol the Citizens' 
Association conferred with the Sanitary Committee 
MI the subject; Proiessor K. O/ Doremus and Fro- 
'essor Satnoel St. John appearing as members of the 
citizens' committee, and the aas companies being 
represented by some of their officers. As a result of 
this conference, the Manhattan and New Tort com- 
panies at once turned their attention to the subject 
and sought means to prevent the nuisance which 
hey admitted to exist. Nor were their efforts in 
vain. The '.Manhattan Company made c number of 
experiments witB a view to destroying the foul 
cases of the refuse lime, and finally introduced the 
ventilating process .which.

From tue letter givou below it will be perceived 


that the authorities are prepared to wort with the 
most extensive liberality, and that they are all 
united lu resolvlns to speedily exterminate the evil. 
The infected region on tae east side is still confined 
to its n.iirow bounds, and the fact that since June, 
li>68, It has been prevailing lu that locality almost 
aione, is sufficient to demonstrate that sanitary 
influences can check its ravages. Dr. Harris has 
made aa important estimate based upon tne number 
of cases and deaths, upon the outlines of the 
contagious district, upon the laws of statistical sci- 
ence and medical experience, and tajm these com- 
bined sources the evidences are almost palpable that 
smallpox will soon be abated. Buch a conclusion 
as this can ocU or course be lounded upon specula- 
tion; but speculative science, when obtained by in- 
duction, has been fouud tec most valuable aid 01 
health authorities. At all events, none but tnose 
Who are generally nnciean have been laid low Dy tha 
Infection.

An Inquiry wan held yesterday In the Sessions 
House, kevmgton, belore G. B. Maule, JKsq., and T. 
1>. Archibald. Kaq. (two commissioners specially ap- 
pointed), aua a special jury, respecting certain lands 
and premises at StocKweil, which had been pur- 
chased on behalf or tlio late George Peabody. lisa., 
and wer,e now sought to be translerrea to the Crown 
(Mr. Peabody bolug au alien and not being legally en- 
titled to purchase or hold real estate) prior to being 
uaaacd over to the trustees of tne reabody funo! 
TUe order 01 the Crown coning the court and the ra- 
rlous deeds aud documents having been recited Mr. 
Commissioner Maule said they bad bean called upon 
to try whether Mr. Peabody waa an alien and wiiae 
laaoa he died possessed of In fact. The reason ror 
this inquiry was that, by the law of England, per- 
sons not subjects, born aliens, are unable to hold 
land in this country tnroueu any legal or equitable 


This inquiry was to find what land Mr. Peabody 
died possessed of in this country, because, although 
he may have oeen in fact possessed, by law he had 
no title, it appeared that Mr. George Peabody. hav- 
ing made various endowments lor r.ne Deuent of the 
working classss of tae city of London, matis a third 
endowment of £200,000. Part of this he proposed to 
convert, into land, ana proceeded to, and did In fact, 
purchase between thirteen and lonrteen acres of 
land atbtockweli of ttta London, Chatham and Dover 
Railway Company. Sir Curtis M. Lampson acted for 
Mr. Peabody, as Mr. I'eabody could noe hol« land, 
purchasing it with money supplied by Mr. Peabody: 
but this did not give any legal or equitable title, and 
Ic waa now to ba settled whether this land shonld be 
ceded to the Crown, and the Crown, having a 
legal title, would hand it over to the tras- 
tees. The various deeds of transfer and indentures 
were here produced, showing that In consideration 
g[ ttte-'ula or £15,625 the company made over to 
Sir C. M. Lampsou thirteen acres one rod fourteen 
perches or laud, with certain premises and'Uereaita- 
ments, lying soutnward of the London, Chatham 
and Dsver Railway at Stociwell. and three rods 
nine perches of land adjoining the betorerneutloned 
land.

his own standing of unquestionable repute. The 
ceneral rate among tne government houses has 
been ave to six per cent, ana among stock honses 
six per cent, with some exceptions at seven. The 
banks are very free lenders on call, and, in many 
instances, are willing to make contracts at the legal 
rate for thirty to sixty days. 


COMHERCUL PAPER. 


Some_of the shrewder country banks had their 


agents ia this city (ost December, whan commercial 
paper was dull at high rates. They bought large 
amounts at nine to- twelve percent discount, ana 
hence tne maricet at the present nme is rather bare 
of tlio really prime grades ol double-name accept- 
Soxes, with the rate ranging from seven to ten per 
cent. The latter is the extreme rate for this class o( 
paper. Single names have a wider range, but are 
hardly quotable beyond eighteen percent for the 
best choice kinds.

H. OU.IVIEB, Minister of Justice, addressing the 


House, said:— 


The new Cabinet considers it their first duty 
to place themselves in immediate communica- 
tion with yoo. It is not necessary to malce a 
long speech. You know our doctrines, principles, 
opinions, aspirations and desires. We shall dis- 
cuss loyally witu you all questions that may arise as 
soon as they are brought iorward. AT present we 
believe it suffices for us to declare, inat in power we 
remain what we were beiore we attained it. (Hear, 
.hear.) Tne Ministry will pursue the tasK it Has un- 
dertaken, and win work witnperseveran.ee until the 
programme we have drawn up has been realized. 
For this we have need 01 the confidence or the sover- 
eign, who with great magnanimity has granted it. 
(bear, hear.) We require, moreover, the confidence 
of tnc Chamber, wnicu iv e ask ol all. To ihe major- 
ity, tlie Ministry will be grateful ror its support, aud 
to the opposmon lor its criticism. When other men 
shall have gamea over a majority in the Chambers 
tne Ministry will hasten to hand over to tnem the 
burden ol puDlic business. Let there be nomoie 
recrimination— no more regrets- We roust consti- 
tute a national government adapting itscir to the 
marcii ol progress in such manner that French 
democracy inav witness the realization of progress 
without -viu.eace, and Iiuerlv without revolution. 
(Loud cheering.) 


General Leboenf, Minister of War, rej}lying to a 


question rrom M. Gambetta (irreconcilable) said:— 
"The army is against von, and 1 should not advise 
you ever to put its sentiments to the test.'" 


M. Ollivier pointed out the coiuradictory nature ol 


M. Gambetta's declaration and aaid that the Ministry 
in accepting power did not mean to permit its origin 


when the Popo '« present and the chanted mass ot 
the lloly Ghost occumed the assembly for fully two 
hours and his Holiness and the congregated fathers 
left the Council Hall about one P. M,, it la evident 
ihat not much time was left for the transaction or 
real business, and it was, therefore, lucky tuat 
there was no business ready to he transacted. 


Tne Pope read a long harangue, which was totally 


inaudible to us outside the enclosure, and, 1 should 
think, must nave been so to most of the bishops In- 
side, except the cardinals wlio held long wax 
torches by the side of his iiolmcss' throne chair. I 
must, taereioro, wait patiently until t>r some private 
channel or by olllcul publication 1" cau get ac a 
knowledge ol the Pope's discourse: but from what 
miorniatiou 1 could obtain on the spot, 1 should con- 
jecture that Pius JUC. put forward his own condem- 
natory oultuou on the topic ol naturalism m oppo- 
sition to the supernatural mysteries of religion, 
which so much occupies the bishops In ttielr general 
congregation. 


Tae orators' tribune, a sort of pulpit on wheels, 
was brought in from outside the enclosure, where it 
stood in the beginning of the ceremony, and dragged 
opposite the rope's throne before nis Holiness com- 
menced his harangue, but what Kind of eloquence 
was delivered from it the general public was not 
able to appreciate. 
Tne most interesting episode in the morning's 
ceremonial was the pronunciation of the profession 
of larch, as formulized by Pope Pius IV., in the pre 
sence of his successor Pius IX.. by the whole assem- 
bly of fathers. This solemn declaration of faith is 
a necessary step to their proceeding to the consider- 
ation 01 and voting upon the weighty questions sub- 
mitted to the Council; Due in the piesent instance, aa 
I have already observed, there were no questions 
ready to be submitted, and therefore the lorinaUty 
was superfluous, except in anticipation of the next 
public session. When will this be? We may rather 
aik when wfll the rival orators, have concluded tneir 
long written harangues upon tne subjects presented 
in tne first instance for their discussion, for it will 
*e uselest, lor the Pope *w> have fixed the day for 
another public session u the bishops nave not pre- 
viously come at any rate to a preliminary voting on 
the nrst much debated schemata'ranonuin.

But 
for those wno have come Iroin great distances, such 
as South America, Australia or China, his Holiness 
benevolently proposes providing suitable summer 
"•quarters m the more salubrious hill districts of nis 
dominions.

Pope Fins the Ninth to His Soldier*—Wlml 


the ScTiuur of the World Sold to the "Gari- 
baldians" a! Efts Day—Tho Papal Position, 
Claims and Power. 
Special letters irom Rome to Paris report that 


the Pope, art receiving General Eanzler and the 
principal officers of the Poutmcal forces at New 
Year, addressed them as follows:— 


I accept with pleasure the expression of gooa 
wishes irom my little army, and 1 am Sappy to re- 
cognize the zeal which yon bring to the service of 
that grand cause, ror the support of wnlch such noble 
and valiant younjr men have hastened from ail parts 
of tne world. The assertion has been made that our 
Lord ana St. Peter were not Kings, that tnev had no 
army, and we are refused tne ntle of King"ana the 
right of having soldiers. Aaforjesns Christ, when 
he was in the Garden of Olives, the crowd of Gari- 
baldians of that time presented themselves asking 
for Jesus of Nazareth. And he replied, "Ego sum." 
I am he, and ail fell to the ground. He desired thus 
to snow that he possessed tne divine power; but he 
toid the apostles who hastened to nis assistance to 
stop; lor if his Father, who is in Heaven, willed, he 
woulo send "his leg.ous of angels. Bnt nis word 
must be accomplished. However, our Saviour de- 
clared before the Jews that he was king, ana they 
even took care to write the fact in three languages 
ou the cross. As to St. Peter, successor of Jesus 
Christ, he was a fisherman, and had no army, bur, ne 
had the power to wort miracles ana to strike down 
\\:th a word Ananias and sapplura. And as I 
have the title of King without the power of enact- 
ing miracles, I have occasion for soldiers, a rew. to 
defend this throne, small In Itself, but immense by 
Its influence and by the truth which eminates from 
it. Be, therefore, proud that you are its defenders 
and have to carry the flag which tue revolution dis- 
putes with you. I will tell you one thing. A person- 
age has tmploiva a yreat pardon, giving as an ex- 
cuse for nis faults the necessity for obeying the vio- 
lence of Jiis government, which desired to place him 
at the head 01 the bands that attacked and despoiled 
us. You have long Known an that history, but we 
were happy to receive from that personage himself 
the irrefragable proof. Be proud, 1 repeat, to serve 
tne Pontifical cause and God will preserve your 
courage, not for war, i hone none will take place, 
hut to struggle against ihe plots to which betore 
long you win be again exposed.

R<»yal Visit to Hungary—-Parliamentary Pro*

One or 
the other of these fractious will have to quit the 
Ministry.

The teeiing in this community in relation to the 


Robert Thorn case, and the tardy action or tlie au- 
thorities, increases as the mystery thickons. Tester- 
day morning, at nine o'clock, Coroner Charles 
Audrus had an interview with Mr. Justice Joscpa F. 
Barnard, or tne Supreme Court, and solicited advice 
in the matter. Justice Barnard informed the Coro- 
ner that lc was nis duty to hold an inquest upon the 
body of the deceased; and, although it was a delicate 
matter, the friends of the dead man must stand 
aside. The Justice was also or the opinion that 
whatever might have caused the death or deceased, 
the fact or the cause should fie placed on record, as 
it would materially affect the punlslunent to be 
meted out to those who attacked Mr. Thorn if they 
should ever be arrested and found guilty. District 
Attorney William J. Thorn also made his appearance 
In the Supreme Court room during the interview, 
aud urged prompt action. 


Taking such counsel Coroner Audrus and Drs. 


Coooer and Pine proceeded to deceased's former 
residence, when Dr. Cooper mane a post mortem ex- 
amination or the body, while the mends were wait- 
ing to perform the funeral service, after which, the 
inquest was held aud the following evidence was 
given:— 


Jane Pratt, being sworn, testified—I have been 
housekeeper for Robert Thorn lor almost a year; 
two weeks aco last Tuesday night, at about one 
o'clock, Mr. Thorni called to me to strike a llghs; I 
did so; went into his room on'the nrst floor; Mr. 
Ihorn had a gun in nis hand; there were three 
other persons m the room; two 01 tnem caught hold 
of me; Mr. sThornj pointed the gun ac one of the 
men; one of them toofc it out of his hand: he after- 
ward toid me that they knocked him down and 
choKed him and set upon nim and jammed their 
knees on his breast and stomach; they also bruised 
and choked me at the time: he lay on his bacK on 
the floor; the next morning he was very Hoarse 
and 
could hardly speai 
and was 
bruised 
on 
his 
side, arm, leg and. 
head: 
the 
marks of the bruises showed where he had been 
struck; he was bound and lew in a cold room with 
nothing bat a shirt on, and the floor was damp on 
which he lay; 1 saw the men take Mr. Thorn's 
pocketbook and take money irom it and count it- I 
did not see sir. Thorn after I saw mm lying on tne 
floor until the next morning; 1 supposed when I 
saw him lying there that he was dead, as ne did not 
bur; I should HUnK that his head and shoulders lay 
on the hearth aud Ius rest on the floor; there was 
black aud blue spots on his arms, legs ana on tits 
stomach the next morning, wheie ne had been 
bruised; -he commenced vomiting the Saturday 
next rollowmg the receipt of his injuries; the vprait- 
mg continued to a more or less degree nutil he died; 
he complained of pain constantly in his right side, 
near tne pit of his stomach, a little below it. 
l)r. Per Lee Pine, being duly sworn, testifies and 


says—I have made an autopsy or the body or Rob- 
ert Thorn, with Dr. Cooper, this morning;;dxternally 
tne body presented some ecchyraosis on the race, 
hands and abdomen; the lungs, except the left one, 
were generally healthy; the left presented an old ad- 
hssion, the heart healthy in appearance, liver heal- 
ths' ; the stomach and coiou were a little mottled, as 
though there might havejbeen some mflamamtlon; i 
should thum tiiac these eccuymosis might have been 
the result or tae bruise he received, and his expo- 
sure at the time ot receiving the bruises; in my opin- 
ion his death was the result of exhaustion caused 
by the exposure reierred to. 
Dr. Jonn Cooper, being duly sworn, testifies and 
says—I attended Robert Thorn in his last illness; I 
first saw him last Saturday evening: he them com- 
plained of a difficulty of long standing—a kidney 
trouble; the sk n about his left eye was discolored; 
he had ratained nothing oa nis stomach ror two clays 
previous; he was very thirsty ana wanted and drau£ 
a great deal or water, but wonid directly tniow it 
up; the eccbymosis were, in my opinion, the result 
of debility or exhaustion; I did not discover the 
purple spots on hia limbs until last Tuesday, the day 
Oefore ais death; I saw him again about lour hours 
beiore his death; the beating and exposure that he 
sultered two weeks before, in ray opinion, nastencu 
his death; I have been told he was sixty-eiuht years 
of aee; the mottled appearance of the intestines I 
tnlnk: to be or the same character* as that of the 
skin. 


The jury after deliberation returned the following 
verdict:—'-The said Itoberc Thorn came to his death 
by deoillty and exhaustion on the lata of January, 
1870. We also find that the immediate cause of his 
death was bruises and exposure received at the 
hands of three persons—to the jury unknown—on 
the night ot tne «a and 5th of January, 1870." 
Important steps have also been taken by the po- 
lice and there Is hope that the mrderemof Mr. Tnorn 
will aoou be apprehended. 


CRIME II WESTCHESfES. 


Commencement of the Court of Sessions—A Fear- 


ful Calendar—Judge Cochran's Charge 


to the Grand Jury. 


The January term of the County Court and Court 


of Sessions for Westchester county commenced yes- 
terday at White Plains, beiore County Judge Robert 
Cochran, assisted by Myron B. Skilman and Stephen 
Billings, Justices of Sessions. When a number of 
motions relating to civil cases had been heard and 
disposed of the Grand Jurors, numbering some 
twenty prominent citizens were empanelled ror the 
term. 


In delivering his charge to the latter body Judge 


Cochran remarited that at the last term or the 
County Court he congratulated the Grand Jury on 
the pleasing circumstance that tnere was nothing 
ror them to do, not a single prisoner in jail wnose 
case required their consideration; tuat the criminal 
administration or the county had become a terror to 
evildoers. It was much to be regretted that since 
then a calendar had crown up almost unprecadented 
in the historj ol the county; not only rearrdl m the 
number of onences, but also deploraole m the enor- 
mity or the crimes committed, embracing all degrees 
of homicide and manslaughter, assaults with deaaly 
weapons, robberies on the highway and forgery. 
However nnpleasant It might be lor the members or 
the grand inquest to discharge their duties by 
finding bills of indictment against the offenders, he 
hoped to see prompt 
action In the matter 
at their hands, in order to make the administration 
or the law in the county effective m the suppression 
or crime. They had much of an unpleasant nature 
to oerrorm, bat the. Court hoped tuat they would 
prosecute It with energy and weigh the testimony 
without fear or favor. The Court also called atten- 
tion to the law aeamst usury, sale or lottery tickets, 
extortion on the part or public offlcsrs, the pub'ica- 
tion and exhibition of obscene literature ana pic- 
tures and the suppression of intemperance, alter 
which the Grand Jury retired to comuieuco their im- 
portant deliberations.

A meeting of this organization was held last even-

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Execution of William Kriel lor the Mur«5d> 


of Mis Wife at Louisville—Tea 


Tiiousaud Persons Preseat. 


[From the Louisville Courier-Journal, Jan. 22.) 
William Uriel, the murderer of his wife, paid the 
penalty of bis crime upon the gallows at naif-past 
one o'clock yesterday. He underwent the trying 
ordeal wi>:. -strdordmaiy llrumcss, and his manly 
conduct on the scaffold occasioned general remark. 
The execution took place at a point near where Fif- 
tei.ii th Mieet, if exteuded, would intersect "Dutch 
Ditch," about a mile south of Broadway. There 
were at least ten thousand people present on the 
grounds. The city was emptied or its inhabitants 
almost, and the streets presented the appearance or 
a quiet Sabuath from ume o'clock in the morning 
till the crowd returned from the execution. It was 
the biggest turnout Louisville has had foraloii? 
time, aud was composed of all kinds and conditions 
of men, from the gray haired old man to the iulaut 
in Its mother's arms. 


TUB PRISONER IK HIS CELL. 
The prisoner's brother. George Rnel, visited him 
In his cell early in the morning and remained wiui 
Mm till a few minutes betore he was taken out to be 
hanged, This was the nrst time George had seen 
him for nearly a year. Two ministers or the gospel, 
Kev. E. T. Perkins, rector of St. Paul's, who has 
been with Kriel lor several mouths, and Kev. Mr. 
btern, pastor of the German Helormed church ou 
tlancockstreet, for whom Kriel sent in his last 
moments, n ere in his cell ministering to his spirit- 
ual wants during the greater part of the morning, 
and remained by his side till the rope was adjusted 
around iiis neck, liis little son, about fourteen 
years of aee, also visited the jail about eight 
o'ciock, and remained with his rather a little over 
an hour. 
As stated yesterday, Kriel was unnerved by the 
reception of the news that the Governor would not 
interfere in his case, but during the night he became 
calmer and slept some. Yesterday morning he 
seemed to nave made up his mind to die, and, as his 
conduct at the scaffold showed, was fully resigned 
to his fate. He received the ministers welcouiely, 
aud talked with them in regard to his spiritual wel- 
lara with, confidence and sincerity. 


THE LAfaT UIliM.E. 
Though all endeavors to outain a commutation of 
the dentil sentence had been exhausted oil the day 
beiore, a laint l»ope of Executive Clemency lingered 
In the minds of Uis mends and attorneys till a lew 
minutes btiiore he was taken iroui jau. It was ar- 
ranged by ttie Sheriff to leave the Jail at eleven 
o'clock, but the necessary arrangements delayed it 
till nearly twelve. At fifteen minutes past eleven the 
telegraph messenger entered the jail oiace with & 
despatch. This was expected to be a respite, aud 
created a profound sensation, but, upon being. 
opened, it was round to be only an additional con- 
tinuation of the dreadful reahtj. It was m answer 
to a last and flnal prayer of General Jackson for 
mercy, and read as follows: — ' 


GENERAL W. I/. JACKSON— I must decline to Interfere 


f urttier w itb the proceedings of the court in the Kriel case 1 
fully intorzncd you m JUecember that no further respite 
would be granted. 1 have granted four respites already, ami 
It seems cruei to keep him m suspense. 


J. TV. STEVENSOS. 


This was the last of hope, and Kriei's ease was 
given up forever. 


THE CROWD BEFORE THE JAIL. 


The crowd, which had begun to assemble about 
the jail as early as nine o'clock, was now immense, 
and completely blockaded Jeflerson and bixtn. 
sjeets. A large police lorce wjs detailed lor the 
purpose of Keeping the crowd back, but it was with 
difficulty that thej could keep the rushing, curious 
crowd out of the jail yard. There were not less th4it 
5,000 people there waiting for Hours to get a glimpse 
of tne prisoner. 


LEAVING HIS CULL. 


At ten minutes berore twelve o'clock Sheriff Martin, 
with nis deputies, entered tne cell of the doomed 
man, and asked nim if he was ready. He answered 
m the affirmative, and arose to have his arms pin- 
ioned. lie then requested his spirital advisers to 
accompany him, and proceeded with tne oiilcers. 
tfor some time since Blyew, the man who is con- 
fined under sentence of death from the United 
btates Conn, has occupied me same cell with Kriei. 
Tiicy formed a close attachment for each other, per- 
haps from sympathy, ' and the grief of Blyow at 
parting with nis mend lor the last time on earth 
quite overcame him. He wept like a child. 
As R.riel came out of iiis cell cue otner prisoners 
crowded arouud him, weccuiK and crying, to tell him 
rarewell. Itev. Mr. 1'erkms ailarcsacu them in a. lew 
mef bat eloquent words, advising theui to take 
warninjr from, this sail instance sji<i let it be a re- 
neiubrance with them lorever. His words were 
timely spoken and seemed to make a deep impres- 
sion even upon tne most hardened of the criminals. 
Tne jail oiilce was then cleared of all except the 
ofllceft and members or the press. As the prisoner 
msbcd out many of his oiu mends extended then* 
lands, Jind he shook hands with them, but ma not 
»pe<Ut- Kxiei.is about rorty-six jears of age, of 
medmm stature, a rather heavily unit irame, has 
dark eray eyes and light brown nair.

euance is expressive or Ooth undue oasstou 
and amiability, the fierce eye aud

sionate nature. At a glance otiu

>e at all favorably impressed with. iCrml, but 
on close examination soiuctuing is discerned in his 
visage that cannot be called bad. When he came 
out of tne jail he seemed to be perfectly calm aud 
collected, and uad evidently made up his mma as to 
.he reality of his awful latu and determined to meet 
t with courage and resignation, fie was attired in 
a plalu suit of black, had a heavy overcoat turown 
oosely over his shoulders and kept his head ootvca 
ow as he passed out, except when greeted by 
us friends, when he would look up witu a lorced 
smile. Since his imprisonment he has lost consider- 
able nesh aud nis Hair lias become somewhat thickly 
iprinkled with gray. 


OH TUB WAY TO THE SCAFFOLD. 


A few minutes before twelve o'clock the police 
cleared the Jail yard and tne prisoner was marched 
o lue conveyance, a large omnibus, which stood 
mcked up to tne pavement on Jeiferson street la 
rout of the new jail. Shentr Martin walked on one 
side of Kriel and Mr. Glass, a particular friend, at 
Kriel's request, walked on the other. He was immo- 
dlately followed by nissulritual ministers, tueu the re- 
porters, some thirteen in number, representing tuu 
,>re33 of Louisville, Cincinnati, ' Indianapolis, Sew 
Albany and several other cities. The deyui* she- 
riffs, ten or twelve of them, followed. Kriel was 
placed in an omnibus with the Sheriff and his guard, 
the reporters ana several others, llev. Mr. Perkins 
sat on Kriel's right ana Rev. Air. Stem oh his left. 
)oth whispering occasionally in his ear, encouraging 
and advising him. Kriel Bat about midway ol the 
omnibus on the le!t hand side, witu his head bowed 
and often muttering in an undertone. A second 
omnibus followed behind containing officer^ and 
others. The police lormed a solid square arouud 
the two vehicles, and in this manner tue procession 
moved don n Jefferson street to Seventh, out seventh 
o Broadway, down Broadway to Fifteenth, and out 
•'liteentn to the place or execution. It was lollowed 
by an eager, gaping crowd of promiscuous persons, 
all striving to see the prisoner. Just as the proces- 
lon got under way the bell tolled for twelve o'clock. 
'ne sound seemed to startle Ivriul: he looked up 
udaenly, but sank back again m a row moments. 


IIIS ONLY BEliCEdT. 
Kriel made only one request in regard to his 


^fleets, so far as known; that was to Messrs. John 
Shively and David Needy on the way to the scailold. 
le asked that his pistol and his hat, which aru now 
n the possession or the Circuit court, bu given to 
ma sister. The pistol is the sams with which he 
Committed the terrible deed which cost him ius Hie. 


AT THE SGAl FOLD. 


Tne great procession reached the place of execu- 
lon about one o'clock, aud much dittlculty was ex- 
leriencud in making a nay through the dense crowd 
which had assembled arounu the scaffold. At last, 
however, an opening was made and the two omni- 
buses drove up. The Sheriff, w 1th several deputies, 
rot out and ascending the scaffold commenced pre- 
ianng for the execution. Krtel in the mean- 
while remained

an." The scaffold liad been erected lu a broad,

hrong. It was bound on tue north by the Dutch 
htch, and this body of water kept at least one-half 
f tne assemblage from crowding on the scallold. 
'he opposite bank was densely crowded with 
upturned faces. It was surprising to see so many 
YOmen among the spectators 
There were some 
young gir.s— maidens ol sixteen and eighteen— young 
man led women with their cnildien in their aruii, 
women of maturer years, and, lu r«ei, women of all 


hades, sixes, ages and descriptions. The scaffold 
nasarougu platform constructed by the side of a 
ypress-looklnff tree, one end butting against it. T ha 
eam was about seven reer above tue platioria aud 
about twelve from the ground. 
At twenty minutes past one o'clock the Sheriff 


announced that all was ready, when Kriel left 
he omnibus and advanced to 
tue steps of 
ne scattold. Here the SheriQs oncred to assist him 
n ascending, but he ran up berore them, and, 
reaching tue platform, threw the overcoat iroiu 
his shoulders, and taking on his hat handed ir to 
Mr. btern, who neld it. Kriel mamiested notunidi- 
y whatever, and was remarkably complacent under 
ne circumstances. He stood up Urmly and maul Jl- 
y aud listened to the reading of the death warrant, 
not unconcerned, but wiuumt any exhibition of fear 
or terror. On the scairoid, were Caotaui J. si. Juir- 
in, High Sheriff; Kev. E. i\ 1'erKins, Kev. Mr. Stem, 
Drs. T. J. Griffiths and H. T. Pope, and Msssrs. W. 
A. martin, Ed. Cooke, c. \\. Field, Jr., and Thomas 
il. Fletcher, Deputy Snerifls. After the leading of 
he death warrant by Captain W. A. Martin me prt- 
oner turned to Kev. Mr. Perkins,, who delivered a 
eetmz and eloquent grayer.

Tnat moment was a solemn one iudeeu,.and brougnt 
tears to the eyes of thousands m the vast Jhtong 
there, who then, lor tne nrst time, truiy realized tne 
terrible position or the doomed man.

air. Uis lists-clutched and the breast heaved a few 
moments after the drop was sprung, bat it is be- 
lieved that he was not conscious of pain a moment 
alter the fall. la six minutes the physicians- felt his 
pulse and found it to be very feeble. In twelve 
minutes he wa» pronounced ae$d, and in twenty 
minutes after the jail the body was cut dow& and 
placed in a couln which had been provided oj th» 
relatives of the deceased. Some were o* the opin- 
ion that Kriel died of strangulation, oat upon aa ex- 
aaiiuatiou of the corpse it was found, that the fea- 
tures were neither distorted nor discolored. Tno 
face was nailld and composed, the mouth closed,. 
and he seemed Jis If he had died a natural death. 
Be could not have died oi strangulation, for then 
there would have been struggles aud distortions. 
The execution -was capitallv done by those in 
eharge. 


THE BBJU.IN3. 


The remains, after being placed In the eoSln and 
officially pronounced dead ay the physicians, were 
formally delivered over to tne undertaker, who re- 
ceived them on the part of Kriel's relatives. They 
were placed in a hearse and taken away, alter which 
the great crowd dispersed gradually in all direc- 
tions, almost blackening the commons, so numerous 
were they. 
Kriel's manly conduct oa the gallows is acknow- 
ledged to be unparalleled. Some lew on the grounds 
Intimated that ne must have been lortllied with arti- 
ficial stimulants; but such is positively not the case, 
as we nave it distinctly asserted by the oiiieials who 
were with him ror Several hours before the execu- 
tion, and would have known it- had he taken any- 
thing of the Kind.
